2c grape juice 
2c grapefruit jilee 
ice cubes 
1. Combine the fruit juices and add enough 
sugar to sweeten. 
2, Add a stalk or two of crushed mint and 
chill until serving time. 
8, Pour over crushed ice and serve.

Mince Pie with Apple Meringue 

1, Prepare mince pie as usual using Green 
Tomato Mincemeat and omitting top crust. 

2. Bake for 20 minutes at 400°F. 

8 Cover pie with Apple Meringue. 

4. Reduce temperature to 325°F and bake 
20-25 minutes or until meringue is nicely 
browned. 


Apple Meringue 

2 egg whites 2 'T lemon juice 
le sugar 1 tart apple, grated 
Beat egg whites until stiff. 
2, Add sugar gradually and beat well. 
8, Fold in lemon juice und grated apple. 


Try These When Short 
On Butter 
The golden colored spreads like Carrot Honey 
and ‘Orange Marmalate are rich fn the same 
vitamins that we lose when we cut down on 
butter. So use plenty of these on bread, rolls 
and toast when short of butter. 


Orange Peel Marmalade 
1 thinly sliced peel 3 c¢ water 
1 whole lemon, sliced 2% ¢ sugar 

1. Use the peel from breakfast oranges. Cut 
in thin strips, add water and lemon. 

2. Cook until very tender (about % hour). 

. Measure the fruit and liquid. There should 
be 3 cups (add enough water to make the 
3 cups). Add the sugar and cook quickly 
in a large enough pan to have it boil hard. 
Cook to the jelly stage, or 220°F if tested 
with a thermometer. 

4. Pour into sterilized jelly glasses and seal 
with paraffin, 


Carrot Honey 


4¢ granted raw carrot Juice of 4 lemons 
Grated rind of 2 lemons 4c sugar 


1, Mix ingredients and ring to boiling point. 
2 Cook until mixture fs thick and clear. 
8, Poor into sterilized jars and seal.

Have You Any of These 
Mannerisms? 


What are the peculiar little mannerisms that 
all of us have and that so often distract the 
attention of the person we are trying to im- 
press? Recently Dr. James F, Bender, Di- 
rector of the National Institute for Human 
Relations, asked 50 purchasing agents and 
buyers to list the autistic gestures that they 
considered most annoying and their answers 
are interesting. “Autistic”, by the way. is a 
ten-dollar word tossed around by the psycholo- 
gists and which means a type of self-action that 
is recurrent and is done more or less un- 
consciously. 

Here are ten autistic gestures which are 
regarded as among the most annoying: 
Scratching the head. 

Pulling the ears. 
Stroking the chin, 
Tugging at collar or tie. 
Continuous blinking of eyelids. 
Jerking the head. 
Tapping the floor with foot, 
8. Finger tapping. 
9. Licking the. lips. 
10. Twiddling the thumbs. 

Gestures of this kind say the psychologists, 
build sales resistance because they distract the 
attention of the buyer and, in the case of public 
speaking, divert attention from the spenker's 
theme and focus it on the mannerism.
